THE BIG BAROMETER OF FAENZA 


The big barometer of Faenza, Italy. 
set up as au memorial to Torricelli, the 
inventor of the barometer, is thought 
to be the hugest of all such instru 
ments, 

The oi! column in this barometer 
stunds normally at about thirty-seven 
feet. and its Muctuations are read in 
fect instend of inches, us in the case 
with ordinary barometers, 

At first it was proposed to use water 
&e the liquid, in which case the column 
would bave stood normally ut about 
thirty-two feet, but this plan was aban 
doned, owing to the ease with which 
Water evaporates, Glycerine was next 
tried, but the normal beight of the col 
umn was only twenty-seven feet, and it 
wus thought desirable to have it much 
higher. Finally olive oil was chosen, 
and foundn to, be quite satisfactory. 

The olive-oil barometer of Fuenza 
will, no doubt, hold the record fur size 
for a long time to come, when someone 
will employ a still lighter liquid than 
oil; in which case, of course, the height 
of the barometric column will be even 
greater, 

It is said that Pascal, the philosoph 
er, was one of those investigators who 
buve made use of unusual materials in 
the construction of burometers, In» 
barometer of his devising, mixed wine 
and water served to fill the column, 
The first glycerine burometer was set up 
by Zophar Mills, of New York, and a 
remarkable water barometer was in 
stalled in the tower of St. Jaques, in 
Paris, in 1890, by M. Jaubert.

The Horseman 


There tm no deeying the fact that 
one of the drawbucks to barness borse 
racing ix the seoring—that ie, repeated 
scoring before the racer are metal on, 
and although this objectionable feature 
hus been in eyistence as long as harness 
horse racing has been conducted, and 
that means for nearly a century, no 
improvement hus been made in the sys- 
tem during all these yeurs. The once 
noted horseman and driver, Barney De- 
murest, Who was connected with racing 
for many years, 18 blossoming out as a 
starting judge this yeur, and announces 
that he intends starting bis fields tfty 
feet from the wire, but, of course, the 
time will be tukeh from the judges’ 
stand, He states that on account of 
being nearer the horses, it will make 
it possible to have greater control over 
the drivers, aud in that way false 
breaks will be verv few. 


The idea is a good one, but it is not 
new. It was used at Dufferin Park, in 
Toronto, two years ago, with successful 
resuita, The only difference between 
the plan proposed by Demarest and 
that seen two years ago In Toronto is 
that in the latter instanee the starter 
remained in the judges’ stand at the 
wiro and had an assistant who handled 
the huitcs up the track, while Demarest 
woul.’ dispense with the assistant.

that the local horseman, Charles Phair, 
conceived tke idea of using a ‘‘ gate,’ 
such as veed on th? tracks where running

4 certain extent, Most starting judges 
make the mistuke of bea alll J guod 
a¢ting horses tu score to suit the bad 
actors, insteau of giving the lutter a 
reasonable cuunce to secure with willing 
horses, und then if they do‘ not uct 
properly, give the word. Fault, of 
course, is found with this method by 
the owners und backers of bud acting 
horses, but this would carry but little 
weight, as the general public ure not 
slow to discriminate between right and 
wrong on the race track, 

The Europeans educate their horses 
to race from a standing eturt, which 
dispenses with all scoring, and this 1s 
inust pleasing to the spectators and 
lenves the horses in tter 
condition for their contests, There i> 
to reason why horses should not br 
started on our tracks from a standing 
position, but it does not follow’ that 
such a start must be made at the wire 
Mr. Phair'’s plan of using the starting 
gate would necessitate the horses being 
flat-footed, as the saving is, when the 
barrier sprung up. There are commend 
able features enough about the ‘‘ gate’ 
system to give it a trial at harness 
horse meetings. It could not possibly 
be any worse than the present plan ot 
scoring. Some difficulty would he ex 
perienced in getting all the starters in 
a race to move at the same time, and 
those that are slow to get in motion 
would have to he educated just the 
same as on the running tracks, Radical 
changes in the syatem of barness hore 
tacing are required to keep up with 
the times and meet the wishes of thore 
who pay their money at the gate and 
therehy make racing possible, and or 
branch of the sport needs reforming 
any more than the starting; but a start 
ing judge cannot bring about th 
changes necessary for the welfare of 
the sport without the co-operation of 
the racing associations, and the latter 
are usually loth to make any change: 
in the shopworn system, notwithstand 
ing nearly all of them are aware tha: 
changes are necessary to revive interes’ 
in the game,

could easily mislead the innocent own- 
ers of a inure, the latter as a rule not 
being familiunr with the pedigrees, but 
us time goes on these owners are be- 
coming more enlightened, thanks to the 
increasing circulution of the turf papers 
and it is now a question whether they 
require the protection of a_ stallion 
license law. Like the Indians, the 
mongrel stallion is rapidly becoming 
extinct and it will not be long before 
an unregistered stallion will be con- 
spicuous by his rarity. 

However, in vrder to guard against 
unsound stallions standing for mares, 
i license law, by the terms of which 
every stallion would have to pass a 
thorough examination as to soundness, 
would be a good thing.

The conditions of the Futurities call 
for the nomination of mares mated dur 
ing the season of 1911, and by small 
payments at different times, the total 
amount of which will amount to less 
than the regulation five per cent, usu 
ally demanded of all starters in a race, 
the offspring of nominated mares are 
eligible to start in the races which will 
besheld in 1914. Provision has bees 
made for cases where & nominated mure 
proves to be without foul, or if a foal 
of « nominated mare should die, by 
which another mare may be substituted 
by the payment of a small amouat 
extra, The nominating fee is but two 
dollars, which must be made by May 
Ist this year, but in cases where a mure 
has not been nominated by that date, 
the nomination may be made any tine. 
Heford December 3ist, upon payment of 
four dollars, The races, which will be 
for 3-year-old trotters and 3-year-old 
pacers, will each have a guaranteed 
value of $1,000, and will be decided at 
the Canadian National Exhibition dur 
ing the Fuir of 1914.

the so-called incurable’’ diseases of 
today ure brought under subjugation by 
medical skill, and the dis of old 
age itself may be pushed back a num- 
ber of years. Work is urged, care must 
be exercised for the human machine, 
and at the age of eighty a man should 
still be strong physically and young 
mentally. 

Sweden would appear to be an ideal 
country in which to be born with a view 
to obtaining middle age, no matter what 
arguinents be advaneed for this happy 
state of affairs. Prussia follow. close- 
ly. In India, where the average life 
tiunbers twenty years, women live long- 
er than men, 


Considering the matter from a cold- 
blooded basis, of dollars and cents, 
deaths and sickness which experts claim 
could have been prevented, yearly cause 
a loss in money to the United States of 
nearly three billion dollars, and with 
better medical methods and more care- 
ful personal habite an ‘enormous saving 
not merely in money, but in time and 
energy, could be effected.

The company assigned the pat- 
ent to three disinterested trustees, giv- 
ing them absolute control of it and of 
the terms upon which it might be used. 
Objections were still raised. President 
Taft wrote to the trustees urging that 
the owners should have the sesquisul- 
phide patent cancelled. This step was 
taken by the Diamond Mateh Company 
a few days ago, and now the process is 
open to al! American match manufac- 
turers free of cost,
